RULES ADOPTED BY STATE 


PURE FOOD COMMISSION 


The work of the State Food Com- 


mission is In Its Incipient and experi- 
mental stage. Many of the questions 
presented* for consideration are now 
to the Commissioner, and the duties of 
his office He laigrely outside of his 
accustomed lines of thought and ac- 
tion. The law has wisely provided that 
one of his assistants shall be "a prac- 
tical and analytical chemist," and tho 
other "an expert In the matter of dairy 
products." 
He must necessarily rely 


on such assistants for that technical 
knowledge which is required In the 
administration of the food laws of the 
•tate. 


By their advice and assistance tho 


following rules have been adopted and 
are published for general Information. 
Gome of these rules are original with 
the Commission, while, many of them 
have been adopted in other states, and 
are adopted in this state until such 
time as experience may demonstrate 
the necessity of their change or abro-" 
" gallon. 


All milk offered for sale must be 


from healthy cows of clean and whole- 
some 
character, 
unadulterated, free 


from preservative, and must contain 
not leas than 3 per cent of butter fat. 


So called "evaporated cream" con- 


taining less than 15 per cent of buttei 
fat, must have tho words "an 
- 


sweetened 
condensed milk," printed 


conspicuously on the front part of the 
label. 


Condensed milk must not have less 
than S o per oen-t butter fat 


Condensed bklm milk must be plain- 
ly labeled as such 


Pioceas or renovated and imitation 


butter must not be marked and sold 
as. "creamery" or "dalrj.' but each 
should be m.uked plainly with its own 
name.

Ole-margirine, butterlne, renovated 


and Imitation butter tan be manufac- 
tured and sold under theli appropriate 
names and coloi when appropriately 
'l^led 
Each tub, package or parcel 
Shall have distinctly and durr.bly paint- 
ed, stamped or maiked theieon the 
true and appropuate name of such sub- 
Btance In onjlnsuy bold-faced capital 
letters, not less than five lines pica. 


"Whole milk" cheese, commonly mis- 


called "full cream", cheese, must con- 
lain at least 48 per cent of fat to total 
loll els. 


Butter shall contain at least 80 per 
tent of fat.-^ 


"Coffee cream" shall contnin at least 


15 per cent fat, and "whipping- cream 


class must be labeled "Artificial Ex 
tracts." 


Lemon extract shall consist of the 


pure oil of lemon dissolved in alcohol 
Harmless coloring matter will be per- 
mitted. The sale of compound lemon 
extracts Is prohibited. 


Vanilla extract shall be made wholly 


from vanilla beans, and shall contain 
no artificial coloring. The color of a 
vanilla extract Is an Indication of its 
strength, coloring In such cases would 
be used for the purpose of concealing 
Inferiority, and of making the article 
appear better than It really Is. 


When other flavoring substances are 
used, such as Vanillin, Coumarln or 
Tonka, the extract should be labeled 
so as to show the purchaser. Its true 
character, as "Compound Extract of 
Tonka and Vanillin," The label "Com- 
pound Extract of Vanilla," will not be 
deemed sufficient notice to the com- 
position of the article. 


All baking powder sold In the state 


must be labeled In a conspicuous way 
and place, with the name signifying 
the class or variety to which It belongs 
based on the name of the acid ingred- 
ient; thus, for example: "This is an 
alum baking powder; an alum phos- 
phate baking powder; a phosphate bak- 
ing powder; a cream of tar.tar baking 
oowder." Potassium acid sulphate is 
regarded as unwholesome, If not In- 
jurious, and its use In any article of 
food is prohibited. 


Whenever 
the 
words 
"artflcial," 
'imitation," "compound," etc., aie re- 
quired, these words must be printed 
fmmeditely 
proceeding or 
following 
the word which they modify, the same 
size type and equally prominent. Thus: 
'Imitation Curient Jelly," or (colored) 
'Colfee Compound."
